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An Unexpected 
Honor 


One day last week from Presi- 
dent William A. Matthews of the 
Los Angeles Baptist Theological 
Seminary came a surprising letter. 
Part of Dr. Matthews’ letter is as 
follows:

“Dear Doctor Rice: 

“In recognition of the out- 
standing services you have 
rendered our Baptist denomi- 
nation as Preacher, Evangelist, 
Editor and Author, I have the 
honor to notify you that our 
Board of Trustees voted unan- 
imously to confer upon you the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity. 
Under separate cover we are 
mailing you the beautiful di- 
ploma, every letter of which is 
hand inscribed.”’ 


The letter concluded with the re- 
quest: 

“The next time you come to 
the Pacific coast be sure to give 
me a ring or wire me so that 
we may ... have the honor 
of hearing *you address our 
faculty and student body. 
““*Sincerély and faithfully yours, 
(Signed) “William A. Matthews, 

President.” 


The next day came the beauti- 
fully inscribed sheepskin, encased 
in leather and sealed with a golden 
seal. The wording on the diploma 
is as follows: 


“President, Trustees and Faculty of 
THE LOS ANGELES BAPTIST, 
THEOLOGICAL: SEMINARY 
Los Angeles, California 
Greetings: 


THIS CERTIFIES THAT JOHN 
RICE stands distinguished for his 
attainments in Biblical Scholar- 
ship, Faithfulness as a Pastor, and 
his eminent ability as a preacher 
and teacher of the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore, by 
virtue of the authority vested in 
us as an Educational Corporation 
by the laws of the State of Cali- 
fornia, we do hereby confer upon 
him the honorary title of Degree of 


DOCTOR OF DIVINITY 


“In Witness Whereof, we have 
hereunto set our hands and af- 
fixed the Seal of the Seminary 
this thirtieth day of May, Nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-seven.

"Run ye to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and see now, 
and know, and seek in the broad 
places thereof, if ye can find a 
man, if there be any that execut- 
eth Judgment, that seeketh the 
truth; and | will pardon it” (Jer. 
5:1). 

The longsuffering and tender 
mercy of God is past human belief. 
He is “slow to anger and plenteous 
in mercy.” It seems that God’s 
love is so great that He searches 
for an excuse to forgive and bless. 
God is more willing to bless than 
preachers are; God spared wicked 
Nineveh to the great disappoint- 
ment of .Jonah, and Jesus heard 
the cry of the Syro-Phenician wo- 
man when the apostles said, “Send 
her away; for she crieth after us.”’ 
Here God tells Jeremiah to run to 
and fro throughout the streets of 
the doomed city, Jerusalem, which 
He has marked for famine and 
sword and captivity at the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar. If the prophet 
can find one man who “executeth 
judgment, .that seeketh the truth,” 
God will pardon the city. The dear 
Lord knew ahead of time the 
wickedness of the city and that 
there was not one man fit to in- 
tercede for the city, one man whole 
heartedly for the Lord, and for 
that reason the city was destroyed 
and the people slain or carried 
into captivity.- But what a lesson 
there is for us here that. for one 
man’s faithfulness God would have 
spared and forgiven the whole 
City! «a, 

“Ye are the salt of the earth,” 
the Saviour said, and yet we have 
never realized how much saving 


influence one Christian may have. 


Ten righteous people could have 
saved Sodom, but they were not 
to be found. Or on more careful

thought, one can see that one 
righteous person might have 
saved the city. If Lot had won his 
own daughters and sons-in-law, his 
own wife and two or three serv- 
ants, he would have saved the city. 
Upon Lot, the saved man who had 
a righteous soul hut pitched his 
tent toward Sodom, must lay the 
blame that he sent his whole city 
to Hell. The salt had lost its savor, 


the light was put under a bushel, 

the Christian’s influence failed. 
What a wealth of blessing every 

Christian can be is indicated by 


the words of the Saviour in Jolin 
7:37: “He that believeth on me 
out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water’ and He told the 
woman at the well that ‘‘Who- 
soever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give 
him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life,” 
that is, a spring of salvation for 
others. 

Can one man save a city? Yes, 


Moses saved a whole nation! When

EPHESIANS 6:15 


“‘And Your Feet Shod With The 
Preparation of The Gospel of Peace”’ 


Soul winning begins with the 
feet! To our proud and haughty 
human minds it would seem proper 
that soul winning would demand 
the most brilliant minds, the great- 
est education, and the strongest 
possible backing of wealth and in- 
fluence. But here instead, soul win- 
ning is made a prosaic matter of 
the feet! But that is the way God 
has. He has chosen by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save men in- 
stead of by the wisdom of angels 
or even the wisdom of this world. 
He has chosen the weak to con- 
found the mighty. So soul win- 
ning is very largely a matter of 
consecrated feet. 


A little reflection will show that 
the same principle is taught many 
times throughout the Bible. In the 
Great Commission the first two 
words are “Go ye.” Going is be- 
fore teaching, preaching or _ bap- 
tizing! In Psalm 126:6, where God 
gives a wonderful outline of soul 
winning, we are told that “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” Again, going is 
before sowing or reaping or weep- 
ing or rejoicing. God certainly 
demands that we put feet in soul 
winning. And when He wanted to 
make soul winners out of some 
fishermen He said, “Follow me and 
I will make you fishers of men.” 


echaeaiea comes before fishing ae 
as going comes before sowing. 
Walking comes before talking in 
God’s plan. 

In the 14th chapter of Luke the 
work of a soul winner is clearly 
pictured. A man made a great, 
supper and bade many. Now notice 
the activities of the servant (the 
model soul winner), and his lord’s 
commands to him. “And sent his 
servant at supper time to say...” 
You see going comes before say- 
ing. Again, “So that servant came, 
and shewed his lord these things.’’ 
Soul winning is not all glory. A 
lot of it is coming back for fur- 
ther orders when your message 
didn’t get results. 


Notice again, “Then the master 
of the house being angry said to 
his servant, Go out quickly into 
the streets and lanes of the city, 
and bring in hither,” etc. “Go 
out” must be before “come in.” 
The feet have much to do with 
soul winning. 

Then we find that the servant, 
after going out into the streets 
and lanes of the city (what a lot 
of walking it takes to win souls!) 
came back and reported that there 
was yet more room. . Notice the 
command, “And the lord said un- 
to the servant, GO out into the 
highways and hedges, and compel 
them to come in, that my house 
may be filled.” The same servant 


rai had gone from house to house 
for the guests first invited and who 
then searched all the streets and 
lanes of the city for the poor, the 
maimed, the halt and the blind, 
then at last set out for the high- 
ways in the country and up and 
down the hedges to compel the 
people to come in! And between 
times he returned again and again 
to report to his boss. That serv- 
ant’s main business was not in- 
viting but going. Going took more 
time than anything else. Getting 
out the gospel is largely a matter 
of foot work. And remember that 
one command was “go quickly.” 
I am sure that that servant was 
valued by his master, not for his 
eloguent speech or his tender 
pleading, but most of all, for his 
faithful going! 

And so al] Christians are com- 
manded to have “your feet shod 
with the preparation of the gos- 
pel of peace!”’ 


Beautiful Feet 

The feet of a soul winner are 
beautiful in God's sight. So the 
Spirit of God tells us in Isaiah 
52:7: 

"How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace; that bringeth good 


tidings of good, that publisheth

he came down from Mount Sinai 
after forty days in the very pres- 
ence of God with his face so shin- 
ing with glory that he must needs 
put a veil over it, he found the 
whole nation Israel had corrupted 
themselves in idolatry, drunken- 
ness and nakedness. They danced 
around the golden calf which 
Aaron, God’s appointed high priest, 
had made and said, “These be thy 
gods, O Israel, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt.” The 
righteous anger of God flamed 
against their sin and God said to 
Moses, “I have seen this people, and 
behold, it is a stiffmecked people; 
now therefore let me alone that 
my wrath may wax hot against 
them and that I may consume 
them: and I will make of thee 
a great nation” (Exo. 32:9, 10). 
But Moses’ pleading. intreaty in 
the following verses turned the 
heart of an angry God, “And the 
Lord repented of the evil which he 
thought to do unto his people” 
(verse 14). The Psalmist says, 
“Therefore, he said that he should 
destroy them, had not Moses his 
chosen stood before him in the 
breach to turn away his wrath 
lest he should destroy them” (Psa. 
106 :23). 

Dear reader, how much saving 
influence goes out from you? Has 
your salt lost its savor? Are you 
a light set on a candlestick, a 
city set on a hill? We suppose that 
the jailor’s influence won his whole 
family and that Lydia won hers. 
Joshua said, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord,” 
so he was salt to all of his big 
household of children, grandchil- 
dren and servants. If one man 
could have saved Jerusalem, if ten 
men could have saved Sodom, and 
if the intercession of Moses spared 
the whole nation of wicked Israel, 
then what could you do if you 
would ? 


We know that the Man of Sin 
cannot be revealed in the earth 
and the great tribulation with all 
its torments cannot begin until he 
that now letteth is taken away, 
that is, until the Holy Spirit living 
in the bodies of Christians is tak- 
en away at the rapture ( II Thess. 
2:6-8). In a very real sense, then, 
the Christians are the salt of the 
earth. The presence of the saints 
of ‘God, and of the Spirit of God 
within them, is all that preserves 
this world from plunging into the 
blackness of terrible war, demon 
possession, Satanic delusions and 
the reign of the Man of Sin, Satan 
incarnate, the Antichrist. Weak as 
Christians are, we are all God has 
in this world to save it from sin. 
Beloved, has your salt lost its 
savor? 


Achan cursed the whole nation 
and Israel lost the battle of Ai be- 
cause of his sin (Joshua 7:1-5). 
David, by numbering the people 
brought a curse on Israel and 
many died (I Chron, 21:1-7). But 
Phinehas, the priest who in holy 
order against sin thrust through 
a sinning man and woman with a 
javelin and “the plague was stayed 
from the children of Israel” after 
The 
Psalmist writes, “Then ‘stood up 
Phinehas, and executéd judgment: 
and so the plague was stayed. And 
that was counted unto him for 
righteousness unto all genera- 
tions for evermore” (Psalms 106: 
380, 31). How many thousands 
were spared that day because of 
one man’s bold stand for God! Re- 
member that we are told in the 
New Testament “Brethren, if any 
of you do err from the truth, and 
one convert him; let him know, 
that he which converteth the sin- 
ner from the error of his way shall 


-Save a soul from death, and shall 


hide a multitude of sins” (James 
5:19, 20). 

Christian, you are the salt of 
the earth! You can save your 
family. Perhaps by your righteous 
life, your bold testimony and inter- 
cessory prayer you may even save 
a whole city! I beg you do not 
miss your opportunity like Lot. 
Claim your household like the 
jailor and Lydia and Joshua. Ev- 
ery time you win a sinner you will 
save a soul from Hell and hide a 
multitude of sins and your blessed 
reward will be — “They that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness 
of the firmament: and they that 
turn many to righteousness as the 
stars for ever and ever”!

Then last 
October when I was engaged in a 
revival at Phoenix, Arizona, I was 
invited to Los Angeles to speak be- 
fore faculty and student body and 
friends. Brother Stroh sang and 
I spoke and the Lord met us with 
blessing. 


The Los Angeles Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary was founded in- 
dependent of the denominaticnal 
headquarters and for the purpose 
of providing a fundamentally 
sound Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary which would be untainted 
with modernism, true to the fun- 
damentals of the faith, standing 
for verbal inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, the deity of Christ, His blood 
atonement and the premillennial 
coming of Christ. I had recently 
been inspired in reading the his- 
tory of this seminary which is 
carried on on a basis of faith and 
prayer. 

The seminary is thoroughly 
evangelistic and missionary. Presi- 
dent Matthews led in the founding 
of a great Baptist mission work in 
Hawaii and organized the Hawaiian

Evangelistic Crusade for its sup- 
port. In September of 1932 the 
seminary sént out a.missienary to 
Honolulu. Last February Rev. and

salvation; that saith unto Zion, 


Thy God reigneth!"’ 

Again, Nahum 1:15 is a similar 
passage, praising the feet of those 
who carry the gospel message. 

"Behold upon the mountains the 
feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace!" 


In Romans 10:15 we have the 
same message. 


"And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of 
them that preach the gospel of 
peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things!" 


How can one preach except he 
first goes? Of what use is a 
mouth with a sweet message un- 
less the feet carry it? How beauti- 
ful are the feet of the soul winner! 

I can well understand how the 
dear Saviour Himself washed the 
feet of the disciples. He meant it 
as a lesson in humility and yet 
someway He made the feet of a 
preacher grand and beautiful 
things. The feet of the apostles 
trudged over the then known world 
carrying the gospel. 

Every preacher, every mission- 
ary, every soul winner ought to 
read carefully the story of Paul’s 
missionary journeys with this in 
mind, that Paul spent more time 
walking than he did preaching and 
his feet got more exercise than his 
mouth! 
publicly but also “from house to 
house’ (Acts 20:20). 

I was profoundly impressed one 
day in reading Acts 20:13 and 14: 


“And we went betore to ship, 
and sailed unto Assos, there in- 
tending to take in Paul: for so had 
he appointed, minding himself to 
go afoot. And when he met with 


| 


Paul not only preached | 


us at Assos, we took him in, and 
came to Mitylene." 


Paul was minded to go afoot 
from Troas to Assos, a distance, 
I suppose, of eighteen or twenty 
miles. I think it likely that on 
the crowded ship he would have no 
quiet in which to meditate and 
pray, no time to seek the will and 
power of God. So he provided that 
his lesser companions should have 
the comfort of the ship and he 
himself walked while they rode. 
And to make it more interesting 
yet, remember that in the same 
chapter the preceding verses tell 
how the night before he had 
preached until midnight, then 
brought back to life the young 
man who fell out of the third story 
window, ate a midnight lunch and 
talked on ‘till daylight! Follow- 
ing that, then, Paul felt the need 
to walk a day long journey, to the 
next preaching place! Beautiful 
feet of Paul! They were a soul 
winner’s feet. No wonder that 
Paul could write and say of him- 
self, “In labours more abundant.” 
The would-be soul winner often 
misses the point so clearly taught 
in the Bible that there is a severe 
price in toil if you want to be a 
soul winner. 


I can easily get a preacher will- 
ing to fill a pulpit and preach a 
sermon. But it is a difficult thing 
to get somebody to do house to 
house visitation. Harder still it is 
to get Christians to take tracts 
and walk block after block giv- 
ing out the message of life, or 
spreading revival circulars and 
handbills. Christians do not real- 
ize that walking is the first part 
of soul winning. Pearls are found 
in oysters in the bottom of the 
sea, diamonds are found in the 
dirt far below the surface of the 
ground in Africa, and the soul 
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winner’s joy is found in the midst 
of drudgery and toil. Precious 
souls are not won without going 
after them and it takes consecrat- 
ed feet to be a soul winner! Oh, 
may Christians who read this de- 
velop feet that are beautiful in 
the sight of God, feet over which 
new converts in glory will rejoice 
and say, “How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the gos- 
pel of peace, and bring glad tid- 
ings of good things!”’ Have your 
feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace. 


May I urge every one who longs 
to win souls to set himself to pay 
a price. You envy the soul win- 
ner’s joy and well you may, but 
it costs far more than you know. 
Do not think lightly of his work. 
Perhaps you see only the platform 
work, the public speech, and you 
do not know the enormous amount 
of drudgery and going, the foot 
work that is necessary for any- 
body to be a soul winner for 
Christ. 


"Shod With the Preparation —"' 


There are too many barefooted 
Christians. There are too many 
would-be soul winners who go out 
not shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace. Once “Uncle 
William Mullins” said about a 
certain problem that he faced, 
“Now this is going to be a battle 
of wits!” His wife, Mamie, replied, 
“That is just like you, William, 
entering into a battle half armed!”’ 
There are too many Christians en- 
tering into the battle with the 
devil, half armed. The lesson here 
is that if you want to win souls 
then get ready. 

I well remember about my dear 
father who is now in Heaven that 
the first garments he put on each 
morning were his socks. He didn’t 
want his feet to get cold. And s 
one of the first things for a Chris- 
tian to do every day is to prepare 
his mind and heart for soul win- 
ning. Put the shoes of the gospel 
on your feet before you start out 
for the day. 


First of all, I think this means 
that you need a new dedication to 
soul winning every day. The little 
song we sang in Sunday School a 
long time ago is good for every 
Christian: 


“T washed my hands this morning, 
So very clean and white, 
And held them up to Jesus, 
To work for Him till night. 
Little feet be careful 
Where you take me to. 
Anything for Jesus, 
Only let me do.” 


Your body is the temple of the 
Holy Spirit which you have of God 
and you are commanded therefore 
to glorify God in your body. Then 
let God. have your feet! Dedicate 
them to Him each day to carry 
the gospel. A fire hose with a high 
pressure nozzle may shoot a 
stream of water hundreds of feet 
and that may do for putting out 
fires, but it will not do for carry- 
ing water to the sick and dying. 
That you must carry by hand and 
perhaps hold the cup while they 
sip. My dear friend, you cannot 
shoot the gospel to China from 
the home base; somebody must 
carry it there. It is well enough 
to enclose tracts in letters. Every 
way to get out the gospel is good. 
But some people will never be 
reached without the clasp of a 
warm hand and the earnest search- 
ing gaze and the quiet word and 
sometimes the tear of one whose 


"’rudging feet have carried the gos- 


pel in person. Strangely enough, 
the gospel goes better by retail 
than by wholesale. I believe in 
mass evangelism, but do not mis- 
understand mass evangelism. The 
great revivals are made up prin- 
cipally on the human side of thou- 
sands of details, steps taken, plan- 
ning, inviting, advertising, sweat- 
ing, crying and praying. And then 
the public preaching and singing 
often get all the credit! 


So if you want to win souls, get 
your shoes on your feet every day. 
That means get some Scriptures 
on your heart that you can use in 
winning sinners. That means plan 
your work. Get leadership from 
the Spirit of God as to where you 
should go, who you should see, 
and what you should say. Watch 
for the “breaks” in the game. 
Many a football game has been 
decided because an alert player 
blocked a punt or fell on the ball 
or snatched a pass not intended 
for him. I have known preachers 


parma, suddenly called upon to 


preach, were unprepared and I 
have always thought it was a 
shocking and wicked state of mind 


that any preacher should not have — 


bait on the hook for every fish and 
his gun loaded all the time. The 
Christian’s mind should be so set 
on soul winning, and his heart so 
prepared for soul winning, and his 
will so surrendered to the Spirit's 
leadership, that he can win souls 
at every opportunity. 

Will you permit a bit of per- . 
sonal testimony? The other day I 
was called to a funeral of an old 
man that I did not know, yet one 
who had plainly told his loved ones 
he was ready to go to meet Christ 
his Saviour. I had never seen the 
man who died, I did not know a 
one of his relatives or friends who 
were present at the funeral. I did 
not know a single pall bearer ex- 
cept one that I took with me, yet 
my heart was greatly moved and 
I felt led to preach on John 3:16. 
I thought that surely these dear 
troubled souls, most of whom were 
unsaved, would be comforted by 
the thought that comforts my own 
heart, that God so loved them as 
to give His Son. At that funeral 
I preached a gospel sermon, al- 
most as I would preach it in a 
revival campaign. I asked those 
who needed Christ to hold their 
hands for prayer and most of those 
present did. I asked those who 
would to take Christ as Saviour 
and claim Him openly, and tear- 
fully a number of them did. When 
I returned from the cemetery 
(where I had the joy of winning 
two others), I searched back 
through the day to the time in the 
early morning when in my private 
devotion I had asked the dear Lord 


to help me win somebody that day 
and tried to get my heart set on 
soul winning. Through the- mercy 
and help of God I had in a small 
measure had my feet shod with

Again, very humbly, permit me 
to give another illustration. Last 
Saturday night I was called out 
of bed at 11:30 to marry a couple. 
I was very tired. I had risen at 
5:30 in the morning and at 6:00 
I had gone to work on the lot, 
preparing for the revival, digging 
holes, cutting weeds, moving 
benches, setting light poles, help- 
ing build the giant screen for Bro. 
Webb’s pictures. It had been a 
busy, heavy day. And yet some- 
how my heart was moved to 
hunger over sinners and to pray 
for them. I had retired rather 
sadly because I had not won a sou] 
that day. When I went to the door 
and found that a dear friend had 
brought to me his sister and her 
sweetheart that I might perform 
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the Gospel of Peace’’ 


the ceremony, I prayed while I 
dressed that God would give me 
wisdom. The young couple loved 
each other very dearly. It showed 
in their faces and in every act. 
After the marriage ceremony when 
both were awed and moved by the 
Scriptures and the sanctity of the 
step they were taking, I urged 
upon them to need to take Christ 
as Saviour, to take Him into the 
home and into their hearts. The 
young man first and then the girl, 
claimed to trust in Christ. 


After a time of counsel and when 
they started to leave me at the 
door the young man said, “Brother 
Rice, I am sorry to keep you up 
so late but you have made me so 
very happy and I believe that you 
are happy in our happiness!” 


I do not win as many as I 
should and I do not know how 
many opportunities I missed last 
Saturday. But I do know that God 
helped me in the eleventh hour, at 
the time when these young hearts 
were tender because early in the 
day I had committed myself to 
winning souls and had asked the 
dear Lord to shoe my feet with 
the preparation of the gospel of 
peace! Some I had talked to, to 
no avail and others, I am sure, I 
might have won but I did not. Yet 
I thank God for those two. 


How many we could win if we 
were ready! Jesus won the woman 
at the well of Samaria because “he 
must needs go through Samaria,” 
that is, ahead of time He had pre- 
pared and planned to win that dear 
soul and others. He won her be- 
cause His mind was not on food 
as were the minds of His disciples. 
He could say, “I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of” because He 
had shod His feet with the prepa- 
ration of the gospel of peace. 


Oh, my dear Christians, take 
time to get ready every day for 
soul winning! Study your Bible, 
ask God to cleanse your heart, 
seek divine wisdom in your plans. 
Get the right tracts to give out, 
ask the Holy Spirit to give you 
the words to say. 

Philip, the evangelist, Acts chap- 
ter eight tells us, walked all the 
way from Samaria down to the 
road that leads from Jerusalem to 
Gaza, which is desert. It must 
have been a long tiresome journey, 
particularly for a great evangelist 
who was called away from the 
thrill of a marvelous revival. But 
Philip went. He had beautiful feet 
in God’s sight! I am sure they 
seemed so to the eunuch also. And 
the compassionate heart of God 
was so moved in love toward Phil- 
ip that on the return journey he 
was caught away and was carried 
back by the Spirit to Azotus. He 
had been faithful in walking so he 
got a ride, carried by the Holy 
Spirit! But all the long walk of 
Philip would have been wasted if 
he could not have begun at Isaiah 
53, at the same Scripture, and had 
preached unto the eunuch Jesus! 
Philip walked but before he went 
walking he put on his shoes. He 
had his feet shod with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace. He 
knew his Bible, he was led by the 
Spirit, he had his heart prepared 
in sincere love for sinners. 

A preacher can well afford, then, 
to read his Bible. Elisha could 
well afford to be simply for a time, 
he “which poured water on the 
hands of Elijah” (II Kings 3:11). 
Timothy could well afford to wash 
Paul’s feet and write his letters 
for a time before he got to be the 
bishop of the great church at 
Ephesus. Any would-be soul win- 
ner can well afford to read his 
Bible, | 
prayer, to be filled with the Spirit 
of God. Put on your shoes, brother, 


put on your shoes! 


"The Gospel of Peace’ 


The soul winner’s feet are to be 
shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace. The good news is 
so sweet that the soul winner must 
enjoy it himself. The messenger 
of a king may carry a package or 
letter whose seal he dare not break 
but it is not so wit God’s mes- 
sengers. The soul winner must 
know the gospel that he is to take 
to the sinner. He must be able to 
say,“I have tried it myself.’’ If 
you seek sinners, you must be 
saved yourself, and the sweet gos- 
pel that won you must be fresh 
in your heart again. 


to wait before.God ing 


Wheéh Samson found the honey 
in the carcass of the lion he very 
properly carried some to his moth- 
er and father. But he carried it 
in his own hands, eating as he 
went! My dear brother, there is 
honey enough for all. Eat it and 
be filled with the gospel of peace 
as you carry it to others. 

Here is a strange thing, my 
brother. No verse of Scripture will 
ever be so sweet to you as when 
you have used that verse to win 
some soul. A preacher never un- 
derstands other parts of the Bible 
so well as that portion of the bread 
of life which God has led him to 
break for others. The sweetest 
verses in my Bible are those when 
I have preached with tears and 
power and others have been 
blessed. It is a gospel of peace 
that you carry and part of the 
soul winner’s preparation is the 
sweet enjoyment of the assurance 
of his own salvation. One who re- 
joices that his name is writtten in 
Heaven may get other names writ- 
ten there, too. 


This is Part of the Christian's 
Armour 


And now comes a surprising 
lesson. The soul winner’s shoes 
are part of his armour, part of 
his defense against Satan. In this 
Same passage, in Ephesians 6, read 
verses 10-13. 


"Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of 
his might. 

"Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. 


"For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principali- 
ties, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world. 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places. 

"Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to 


stand." 

Verse 15 simply tells how to be 
strong in the Lord and in the pow- 
er of His might as commanded 
in verse 10. It is part of the whole 
armour of God mentioned in verse 
11 and these shoes are to be put 
on “that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil.” 
Verse 12 tells us that we have a 
terrific battle on, not against flesh 
and blood but against principali- 
ties, against powers, against the 
rulers of darkness, etc. Satan and 
all his evil spirits are around about 
the Christian. Therefore for his 
own safety the Christian must 
HAVE HIS “FEET SHOD WITH 
THE PREPARATION OF THE 
GOSPEL OF PEACE!” 

In war and in football we are 
told that the “best defense is a 
good offense.” The Christian who 
retires from the field of battle and 
lets souls go unhindered to Hell is 
not safe from temptation; rather 
he is in greater danger. The Chris- 
tian who really puts up a fight 
against Satan and snatches men 
as brands from the burning will 
find that all about him God has 
put a wall of protection. 

How many times I have been al- 
most defeated; discouraged, down- 
hearted, without a message to 
preach — but when I got out to 
personal soul winning and had the 
joy of seeing some saved, what 
joy! What close touch with God! 
How much easier it is to pray 
when you win souls! How much 
easier it is to resist temptation 
when your feet are shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace. 

The only safe place for a Chris- 
tian is in the line of duty and that 
is always in a path of soul win- 
ning. A young man called to 
preach said to me the other day, 
“Brother Rice, if I do not pref&ch 
I can’t even live like a Christian.” 
No doubt he was telling me the 
truth. One who follows the Spir- 
it in soul winning can have the 


help of God in time of need. But 


if with a wilful heart you pick 
your own path outside the will of 
God you throw yourself open to a 
thousand evils and make yourself 
a prey to Satan and his evil spir- 
its. 
So, my brother, put the shoes 
of the gospel on your feet and set 
out to win souls. Dedicate your 
feet to the blessed business of 
carrying Christ to sinners — “and 
your feet shod with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace.”’
